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JEWISH EMANCIPATION. 


TuaT “ God reaches us good things with our own outstretched hands,” 
is felt to be a truism by the active and energetic in every pursuit of Jife. 
It is not by foolish longings or idle wishes that a coveted good is to be 
obtained, but by putting forth our hands after its attainment, and never 
withdrawing them until they grasp the prize we had looked upon with 
hope. In all the struggles of humanity after progress, physical and 
mental, no achievement has been won but by earnest and laborious 
devotion to’a pursuit once entered upon. No social amelioration has 
come without the labour commensurate with its importance and value; 
and he who hopes to advance society, or to promote his individual 
interest, but at the cost that has to be paid for every step of progress, 
will remain all his life looking to the goal of his hopes with longing 
eyes, but be no nearer its attainment at his death than wh 
glance turned towards it. 

That the great body of the Jews who profess.to desire emancipation 
have suffered the desire to suffice for the earnest will and determination 
to attain what was desired, must, I think, be apparent to all who have. 
watched the attempts that have been made for their social emancipation 
by others, and the almost indifference and apathy with which they them- 
selves have stood aside to see the work done; depending first upon this

assertion of the minister, and then upon that promise—acquiescing first | 


in this deferring of their claims, and then submitting quietly to that 


denial of their rights—until it would appear that they had really no | 


interest in the matter, but that having lent their names to a measure, all 
that they could do had been done, and all that they meant to do had also 
But that these are not the views of the intelligent or of the more 
active among the Jews, is easily ascertained by those conversant with 
them. They do profess to desire their social elevation, and to believe 
that they are also working out the necessary emancipation for the ac- 
complishment of this end. But they have this erroneous conception of 
the work: they believe that it can be done better by others than by 
themselves; that agitation on their part might mar, but would never 
achieve the desired end; that what Dissenters have done, what the 
Roman Catholics have done, what the anti-corn-law party have done, 
were just such things as should have been done by them respectively for 
the abolition of the Test and Corporation Acts, for Catholic Emancipa- 
tion, and for lowering the cost of food; but that what was good for all 
these, and necessary, too, for the accomplishment of their designs, is 
not good for the Jews, nor necessary for them to engage in for realizing 
their desires. In other words, that like ends are not to be attained by 
like means.’ , 
That there were circumstances attending the formal introduction of 
this subject to public attention which may account for the neglect of the 
ordinary means of success on the part of the Jewish body, will be readily 
granted; and if any circumstances could palliate the renunciation of 
personal duty, they were such as ushered in the promise of Jewish 
emancipation. There had been no agitation for this measure of relief 
from religious intolerance—or pone deserving the name—when the 
‘Question was at once taken under the patronage of government, and 
the election of a Jew to represent the citizens of London in the Com- 
mons’ House of Parliament was made a stalking-horse of liberalism 
upon which a minister, whose reputation for progressive reforms ‘was 
fast failing, secured his election, and gathered around him some little 
of the enthusiasm which his devotion to the cause of civil aod religious 


smeliorations bad surrounded him with in earlier days, Whether there

was any thorough appreciation of the importance of the principle to be 
contested for, and, in consequence, a thorough determination to work it 
to a successful issue, time has since, I believe, brought some evidence 
in disproof; but the question was at once regarded as settled by those 
who were supposed to be most interested in the result. ‘They scarce 
put out their hands to reach the promised good, but already counted it 
as in their possession ; and from that time to the present they have been 
content to stand quietly aside at the bidding of those interested in the

It fell to pieces for want of a continuance of sup- 
port; and from that time to this, those who counselled this quiet and 
respectful demeanour have been waiting—in common with the more 
anxious of the body to which they belong—waiting like duped children, 
with their eyes shut and mouths open, expecting the good thing pro- 
mised; and thus they may stand, gaping and blinded, until the last 
glare of religious bigotry has flickered out, and the titled and hereditary 
legislators of the land comprehend the force of the injunction to which 
they profess to pay deep respect, and make the words of him they pro- 
fess to follow the rule of all legislation, as they are presumed to be the —

FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 


‘SruTTGART, June 7th.—The Minister of the Interior submitted to- 


day to the chambers a law concerning the Jews; it is supplementary to 


the law of 1828. This law proposes entire emancipation, and the full 


enjoyment of equal rights (as, for instance, change of domicile, citizen- 


ship, etc.) to the Jews with all other citizens of the state in conformity 


with art. 27 of the constitution. Excluded from this law shall be those 
who still carry on the business of pedlars and hawkers ( Schacherhandel). 
The minister felicitated the chamber on the improvements which have 


gradually taken place since 1826, which, he said, would have been 


greater still, if the law had not thrown too many obstacles in the way of 
those who were anxious to carry on trades or change their places of abode.— 
Allgemeine Zeitung des Judenthums. 


ELectoraTeE or Hesse, June 14th.—The Magdeburger Zeitung has 
the following, from which we extract two facts :—‘‘ Mr. Vilmar, a 
member of the Consistory, and reporter in the ministery in Scholastic 
Affairs, takes offence at the attendance of the children of Jewish parents 
at Christian schools, as derogatory to the exclusively Christian character 
which of late has been attempted to be infused into these educational 
establishments, and it is said that Jewish children shall everywhere be 
expelled from the elementary schools in spite of the remonstrances of the 
Jews against this measure.

The cost of this one convert was the annual outlay at Jeru- 
salem alone, besides the bishop’s stipend, of £1,228 expended on the — 
mission, £445 on the church, £1,173 on the hospital, and £400 (we 
beg pardon, £399 19s. 1ld.; see Report, p.111) on the house of 


industry. The Jerusalem mission, then, if we add to its cost the £1,200 


per annum paid to Bishop Gobat, arising from the endowment, has 
actually in the past year baptised converts at the moderate rate of only 
£4,443 7s. 2d. per head. —The Edinburgh News, after quoting the 
foregoing paragraph, adds, ‘They manage matters more economically 
in this quarter, although the results are still out of all proportion to the 
expenditure. In the report laid before the General Assembly of the 
Establishment, on Thursday week, relative to the conversion of the 
Jews, we find an outlay for the year of £2,467, with three conversions -

munity—all support the conviction that the remote ancestors of the 
modern Caffres must have had some connection with the descendants of 
Ishmael, or it may be, of the nobler stock of Abraham in North Africa; 
in a district of which the Somaulis and Gallas (probably the parent 
_ stem of the Caffres) are found at the present day. How remarkable a 

people the Hebrews, to give the impress of themselves and their faith

latter, to receive and transmit through so many ages the characteristic 
features traced at this day in a tribe that has pushed its way south to
